For the 4 
hes nither Teeth nor Scales both wo ha: 
Auributed to the Leviathan, and are by all 
vel ers and Z-opraphers ailow'd to be in the C 
dile. For the Teerh of this Creature are excecd- 
ing large and ierrible beiag 60 in Number, {tind- 
ing out very tharp, and divided like a Saw. 
And as for its Scaiee they are agreable to the Def- 
cr prion here Impenetrable and clofe fer together. 
Neicher has the Whale any Neck properly Speak- 
ing. as the Leviathan is here {aid to have. Where- 
as the Crocodile has one if we may believe Avi- 
fiotle, Scaliger, and other approved Authors. The 
D-tcription of the Leviatvan’s Sneefing Suits exa&- 
ly with the Crocodile, out nor with the Whale. 
Kor while the Crocodile is under Water, ir in 
a great Mea(ure holds its Breath, fo that when it 
thrufts our its Head above, it Breaths with the 
greateft Force and Vehemence, and feems to Vo- 
itt Out Smoke and Flame, It is not to be denied 
bur that the Whale likewife Breaths with great 
Vehemence, bur it does not caft out Fire bur Wa- 
rer. It is faid again, Ver. 31. that he maketh the 
Sea like a Pot of Ointment, whichis a Thing that 
deferves Obtervation, nce fome have taken this 
for an Infallible Argument thar the Crocodile is 
here defcribed, whote Smell is like the moft Fra- 
grant Ointment. Which particular, tho’ omirred 
by the Ancients, yet the Indians, Arabians, Afri- 
cans and Amricans, unanimoufly affrm to be true. 
Le Blanc in his Navigauons fays, that its Flefh is 
White, and Tafts like that of a Capon, and is of a 
moft Pleafan: Smell. And in anorher Place, 
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Speaking of the Crocodiles of Madagascar, he 
fays, there was one Killed before him the Fleth of 
which Smelled like Musk. In fhort chere are bur 
two Objections of any Moment againft the Appli- 
cation of this whole Chapter to rhe Crocodile. 
The firlt is, that che Ereature here defcribed is {aid 
to be an Inbabirant of tHe Sea, whereas the Cro- 
codile isa River Animal. Bur co this it is well 
Anfwered, that the River Nile is called the Sea 
both by [asah, 11. 15.and feveral Profane Auchors. 
And every large River was called the Sea by the 
Hebrews. tte Second Objection is, that Fob had 
io the preceeding Chapter delcribed the largeft 
of Lan@ Animais, and therefore it is rational ro 
think that he is here defcribing the largeft of thole 
of the Warer, which is not the Crecodile bur the 
Whale. To which tc may be Antwered, that the 
Chief end ot this Defcription 1s to fhew the Ter- 
ror of the Divine Majelty, for which purpofe a 
Creature is chofen por to much tor the vattnels of 
its Bulk, as for its Prodigious Strength, and In- 
flexible Cruelry, in wirch two Qualices the Cre 
codile exceeds all the Crearures of che Weild. 
And even in Reipedt of Bulk the Crocodile mey 
vie with the Whale, fince tome of ther have been 
feen, 4°, 60, nay, 100 Feet long.

teva de Barcarota to take Xerez de Badajox, and 
from thence will advance further into the Spanifh 
Counrry, to enconrage Eftremadura and Andalou- 
fia to declare for King Charles, The Enemy 
have no Troops to oppefe our Army ; Thar Ye- 
fterday the Chatham arrived there in 4 Days from 
Gibsaltar, and brings Advice, that they had re- 
ceived the welcome News that King Charles ar- 
rived at Madrid the 11th peft; That the Chatham, 
in Company with the Gratron and anosher Britifh 
Man of War, took 2 large Genoefe Ships betore 
Cadiz, having 27 French Merchants on Board, 
who were removing from Cadiz with their Effects, 
befides 400000 Pieces of Eight in Specie, which 
Ships were fent to Port Mahon, under Convoy of 
2 Men of War.
